Fexnam Park Ronniwa Grounps.—Ono of the best pedestrian programmes 
of the season attracted a brilliant and orderly auditory to these finely rega- 
lated grounds on Saturday last. The residents in the coaly districts are famed 
for their honest desire to uphold legitimate pastimes, and it is little short of a 
pleasant duty for us to chronicle events that ara in most cases free from the 
detestable rognery and blackguardism that have too surely contributed their 
moiety towards reducing the popularity of the sport in England. We have on 
former occasions, and shall continue to do our utmost to bring the healthful 
peice of foot-racing into general favour, for the plain reason that the sport 
gs essentially recreative and conducive to the pee stability of the nation. 
‘We should advise that foot-racing he more liberally and universally counte- 
nanced. Of course, there are other amusements, perhaps, equally noticeable and 
adapted to beneficial purposes ; but, in a money sense, pedestrianism must have 
the precedent—the outlay is little or nothing, and the benefits derived amply 
compensate for any trifling speculation. No less than seven first-class matches 
were get down for decision at these grounds. The first was announced for ten 
a.m., and at that early hour some three hundred of the fraternity had tipped 
the fee to witness the comparatively interesting sprint between Thomas Knox, 
of Seaton Delaval, and J, Dover, of Leghill, distance 300 yds, for £40. Knox 
was the favourite, and, at short odds, there was some spirited speculation. The 
conivetitors were conducted to the scratch a little before ten o'clock, and they 
good-humouredly amused themselves to obtain the requisite advantage ; it, how- 
ever, was not to be effected, and the lads bolted without an marked difference 
in their positions. No sooner on the wing than the superiority of the Seaton re- 
presentative appeared ridiculously palpable, and it was simply with a feeling 
averaging between laughter and contempt that the spectators watched the zo. 
gress of the nelther more nor less than a walk over. The whole history of the 
match iseasily recorded : Dover had noearthly chance from the outset, and, what- 
ever running qualities he actually porsessed, he certainly was no compeer for 
Knox. The latter made the most of the tussle from the absolute start, and, 
choosing to run alittle quicker than his rival, he soon made ® gap of three 
yards, took it easy, and still farther increased his good looks. At a third of the 
distance the race was all up; Dover endeavoured to spurt but he couldn't. This 
brave act tended to weaken his chance still more, and Knox quickly added 
another three fect to his otherwise satisfactory lead. Dover never exhibited 
any winning symptoms, and seeing his brightest hopes in the safe keeping of 
a more dexterous opponent, he took matters coolly, and ultimately lost an 
indifferent raee by only eight yards, 

The second was between William Brown, of Sonth Shields, and J. 
Morton, of Jarrow, to run 120 yds, for £40. Both these men are pedestrians of 
more or Jess note ; theyfhave contested in various matches with more than average 
success. Their style of running is swift, graceful, and effective, and it ia probable 
that their future career will present many notable achievaments. The interest in 
the race had been considerable, and we should say upwards of 500 persons were 
on the grounds to witness the struggle. Brown had the call m the betting at the 
exterior of the grounds. The bett' ee very brisk at 5to4; but when the 
competitors had taken their preliminary canter the odda togk a stand ato 
point higher on Brown. A little after 11.30 a.m., the runners were delivered at 
the post, and the usual nonsense was resorted to hefore they got away. The 
start was auything but a good one, Morton having the best of it by nearly six 
feet.
